posed a $1.1 billion budget—biggest in state history—but 
said it could be financed without a tax increase. If ap- 
proved without change by the Legislature, it would be the 
first time since 1953 that a tax boost was not tied to thei 
state's biennial budget. 


The proposed budget is the first ever to top the billion- 


dollar mark. More than 60 per cent of the spending is ear- 
marked for education.

Are you among the millions of work'^rnoving 


salesmen, other employes, ex- 
iecutives. accountants, etc.. who

hese trips usually requires you 
o pay for traveling expenses 
jlus one or more meals in a 
•estaurant. 


Meaning of 'Away' 
j 


While there is no question that! 


you can deduct the traveling 
expenses, the Treasury says you 
can deduct the meals only when 
you are away from home on 
susiness — and it does not 
consider you away from home 
unless you are away overnight 
or the trip is so extensive it 
requires you to obtain sleep or 
rest. 


But the courts have disagreed! 


with this overnight requirement 
and they continued to do so in 
1966. 
In one 1966 case, a 


salesman who covered his terri- 
top? 
trips 


by making 


of 
150-175 


daily round 
miles was 


allowed to deduct the cost of his 
breakfasts and lunches. In an- 
other, an engineer who used his 
lorne as his office and perform- 
ed services at locations 70 to 75 
miles from home was allowed to 
deduct the costs of breakfast, 
lunch or supper eaten out while 
on a one-day trip. And a State 
Highway Patrol member who 
ate meals while on patrol in his 
station area was also allowed 
these costs. So if you are among 
hose who buy meals on one-day 
justness trips, remember that 
the heavy weight of court cases 
is in favor of deducting your 
meal expenses — although you 
still may face a fight with the 
Treasury. 


Does your "away from home" 


problem involve moving away 
from your home to take a 
temporary job in another town 
or city? Your living costs at the 
temporary job site are general- 
ly deductible 


But in 1966, the Supreme 


Court agreed to decide whether 
the costs of living away from 
the family 
home 
could 
be 


deducted even if the separation 
was on more than a temporary 
basis. In this case, a U.S. 
Marine captain was assigned to 
Japan under orders prohibiting 
his family from accompanying 
him. The Ninth Circuit Court let 
him deduct the costs of his 
meals (his lodgings were free) 
as travel expenses away from 
home even though Japan was 
his permanent duty station — 
on the basis that the Captain 
had no choice but to maintain a 
separate residence for his fam- 
ily which was his home. Wheth- 
er the Supreme Court will 
accept this liberal view is, of 
course, not certain. 


Working at Home 


Are 
you 
an 
employe or 


executive who must bring work 
home to be done after hours or 
on weekends? If you are but 
cannot under the Treasury rule 
deduct an appropriate part of 
your office-at-home expenses on 
your return because you are not 


work at home for your employ- 
er without being required to do 
so you may want to take your 
office-at-home deduction (but be 
willing to fight for it.)

Slightly more than a year ago President 


Johnson was struggling to hold the federal 
budget he was going to submit to Congress 
under $100 billion. As it turned out he was 
unable to do so. And apparently once we 
broke that barrier he decided to cast off 
any show cf restraint. For now he proposes 
an executive budget of $135 billion for the 
fiscal year starting next July 1. 


It 
was a 
message 
of astounding 


audacity which be submitted to Congress 
Tuesday. He called for new record levels 
of spending in almost every category, told 
Congress that they would be jeopardizing 
the future of the nation if they altered it 
in any respect, and then called on the 
taxpayers of the country to "sacrifice" in 
the fonn of higher taxes, higher postal 
rates and higher paycheck deductions. 


In plain language 
it is President 


Johnson's judgment that we will all be 
better off by getting along with less money 
to spend; that we will all benefit by 
sending more money to Washington for 
him to spend. 


The federal budget is so amazingly 


massive and complex that no one human 
being can possibly understand all of it. It 
encompasses a 478-page book plus appen- 
dices. And it is understandable therefore 
that the President, after absorbing himself 
in this mass of detail over the last month, 
could become so confused that he could 


persuade himself of th« legitimacy of his 
arguments. 


This very complexity lessen* eredeace 


in 
the 
total figures the 
President 


fubmitted. 
Bookkeeping 
gimmicks are 


employed to make the figures appear even 
this favorable, the sale of $5.75 billions of 
government 
assets 
being 
entered 
as 


income, an estimate of spending for the 
war in Vietnam which Rep. Laird declares 
is already obsolete according to current 
spending levels. And estimates of revenues 
from personal and corporate income taxes 
are predicated on even a higher rate of 
prosperity than occurred in 1966. 


Even if the President's recommenda- 


tions for this year could be swallowed and 
digested, the implications they contain for 
future spending are terrifying. In space, 
for example, initial appropriations are 
contemplated for landing men on Mars 
after we have explored the Moon. And the 
various Great Society programs will be 
expanded without pausing to take stock of 
their value or accomplishments. 


The American taxpayer must feel today 


that he is caught in a whirlpool. He may 
look imploringly to Congress to tear this 
budget apart and put it back together 
again in some more reasonable form. But 
he probably has little faith that this will be 
accomplished. The only solace he really 
his is to accept LBJ's word for it that in 
the end it will be good for him. 


The Red Guards Get Help 


Apparently the Red Guard was not 


enough. Reports through Eastern Europe 
indicate that Mao Tse - rung now has 
authorized the use of his three million man 
army to put down the seething rebellion 
against him or against his particular brand 
of Communist ideology. 


The whole revolt is difficult 
for 


Americans to understand since we have 
never set up for adoration one particular 
leader or political point of view, at least 
during such a leader's lifetime. We may 
quote 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
or 
Thomas 


Jefferson but we certainly do not carry 
around bits of verse by Lyndon Johnson a: 
words to live by. The news and pictures 
that come out of China, however, insist 
that the loyal followers of Mao Tse-tung 
are refreshed by sessions of reading his 
sayings and that small children, college 
students and aged grandfathers 
carry 


copies of his philosophy to give them hope 
and encouragement. It may be that such 
pieces of paper will be worth a lot if 
possession becomes proof of patriotism and 
protection from a rampaging army. 


In a way it is too bad that-Chiang Kai- 


shek and his Nationalists 
on Taiwan 


cannot take advantage of the chaos and try 
to defeat Mao's Red army. But Chiang Kai- 
shek is in effect a captive of his reliance 
upon the United States. Invasion is 
unthinkable without active American help 


and the United States obviously has no 
business invading China or being instru- 
mental in any such invasion. Like the anti- 
Castro forces at the Bay of Pigs, the 
Nationalists — and the South Vietnamese 
— are dependent upon the United States 
and this is a handicapping situation as well 
as a restraining one. 


The Chinese reports indicate that the 


revolt against Mao is a widespread one and 
more serious than the Chinese leadership 
at first recognized. The reluctance to order 
the army to put it down immediately is a 
sign of an underestimate of the opposing 
forces. But while there are millions more 
Chinese civilians than there are members 
of the army, there can be little doubt but 
that the army is capable of putting down 
the revolt. The rebels are poorly armed if 
at all. And 10 far there has been no sign of 
any real organization behind their oppo- 
sition. 


There is a fascinating side to the whole 


conflict. Although there is no such thing as 
a free press in Communist China, posters 
have become a cheap and important means 
of expressing both pro and anti-Mao 
opinion. Their widespread use means that 
the Chinese people are not a cowed bunch 
of peasants reacting merely to whatever 
leader appears to be in the ascendancy.

It is true that the Soviet Union is 


supplying North Vietnam with the weap- 
ons of war as well as other supplies. It is 
also true, as Mr. Laird explains, that even

country enable it to have time and money 
to construct strategic ones. It may seem 
that our right hand does not know what 
our 
left 
hand does 
when we 
fight 


Communists on one side of the world and 
trade with them on the other. 


But world trade 
and the war in 


Vietnam are not such simple matters that 
they can be explained away as merely 
Communist ambitions to bury us all by fair 
»eans or foul. Such ambitions certainly 
exist. But what is the best way to lessen 
the 
danger of all out war with all 


Communist nations? Should we try to 
squeeze them to death by cutting off all 
trade and communication? 


Obviously this is a practical impossibil- 


ity and Mr. Laird does not suggest that we 
curtail the trade we now have. Yet this 
would be the only sensible thing to do, if 
his reasoning were followed to its obvious 
conclusion. But there are all the economi- 
cally healthy countries of Western Europe 
only too eager to do business with 
Communists or anyone else that will help 
insure an advantageous balance of trade. 
What pressures are we to exert then upon 
England. France, West Germany and the 
Low Countries so that they don't trade 
with the Communists? At present we 


haven't even been able to persuade them 
not to trade with what we consider the Bad 
Communists — North Vietnam and Cuba 
for instance — even though they nominally 
back us in Vietnam. 


Furthermore 
this trading with the 


enemy or the potential enemy is a crazy 
mixed up business. One half of all the steel 
sold by Red China through Singapore last 
year went — not to North Vietnam as ws 
might expect — but to the American 
military forces in South Vietnam along 
with some large quantities of much needed 
cement. And how do the Viet Cong get 
some of their funds? According to Dr. 
Walter Judd. South Vietnamese exploiters 
— the 
people we 
are 
saving 
from 


communism, remember — sell piasters 
through some agents in Lebanon — whom 
we saved from Egypt — to the Soviet 
Union which supplies the Viet Cong. 


We hope the 
United 
States and 


Western Europe will be able to increase its 
trade with the Communist countries and 
not merely because someone else is going 
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all sorts of reasons why a nation goes to 
war but a primary one has been economic 
need. In all probability the more stable the 
Communist countries are and the more 
butter their people have the less demand 
for guns there will be. Moreover, the more 
reliant such countries become upon the 
free world, the less they will come to 
depend upon each other. A major reason 
why Red China is currently so dangerous is 
because it is so unstable and so hungry. 


Our State Department has wisely, we 


think, differentiated among the Commu- 
nist nations and tried to treat each as its 
status demanded. By trying to insist that 
Communism is a monolithic entity when 
the facts of division are so real, we are 
only in danger of making it so.

Welfare Costs 


The Department 
of Public 


Welfare, which also 
handles 


prisons and mental health pro- 
grams, would receive $231 mil- 
ion, up only 6 per cent. 


Knowles' budget covers only 


those areas of state government 
inanced out of the state treas- 
ury through the income tax, 
sales tax and similar revenues. 


The budgets for two other 


costly areas of government, 
lighways and conservation, will 
be submitted to the Legislature 
separately later. 


They are financed through 


jpecial fees and taxes, such as 
the gasoline tax. Their to- 
tals will push the cost of gov- 
ernment past $1.6 billion. 


The costs of new programs 


were quite small in comparison.

Knowles cited an anticipated

program of state incentive pay 
for vocational teachers proposed 
by Knowles in his "State of the 
State" address two weeks ago 
was placed at $500,000. 


Knowles said his air pollution 


control program, proposed but 
not yet detailed, would cost 
about $400,000. Only one-fourth 
of the amount was included in 
the budget, with the rest to be 
written in later if the program 
is passed. 


Despite the soaring level of 


the budget—it will cost $1,000 a 
minute to operate state govern- 
ment the next two years—there 
was little leeway for new ambi- 
tions. 


Knowles emphasized in his 


budget address the high cost of 
new programs that were begun 
by the Legislature last year and 
now require the first full financ- 
ing in this budget. 


Significant Boost 


These included the new war 


on water pollution, a significant 
boost in the percentage of local 
school costs paid by the state, 
and a pay raise for state em- 
ployes. 
, 


Another percentage boost in 


school aid has been proposed in 
the Senate and Assembly that 
would cost an additional $30 mil- 
lion. Knowles warned at a news 
conference 
Wednesday night, 


"Any new programs will have 
to carry their own financing." 


Asked if lawmakers might 


trim his budget to find room for 
their own programs, Knowles 
answered, "That's another op- 
tion. I wish them well." 


Such issues and disputes still 


could create pressure for anoth- 
er tax increase in 1967. At the 
least, they will ignite the usual 
battles over various programs 
in the budget.

Knowles explained that the 


mental retardation colonies at 
Chippewa Falls, Madison and 
Union Grove were now eligible 
for federal aid under a program 
that would reduce state costs by 
$21 million.

the amount of state funds sought 
in the original requests by the 
agencies and universities. 


Water Pollution 


Another refiguring of financ- 


ing took approximately $10 mil- 
lion out of the amount sought 
for the war on water pollution. 


Knowles said the original re- 


quest was based on the pre- 
sumption the budget should cov- 
er the interest on the full $300 
million bonding program author- 
ized. However, the 
governor 


said less than one-tenth of the 
loans are expected to be made 
in the coming two-year period. 


The final budget recommenda- 


tions allowed $5.6 million to get 
the water pollution control pro- 
gram rolling. 


Knowles made no change in 


the $150 million building pro- 
gram planned for state govern- 
ment in the next two years. 


Campus Proposals 


The budget includes $55 mil- 


lion from the general treasury 
toward construction and debt 
costs. The rest will be borrowed 
through bonds, pushing the total 
state debt to approximately $400 
million, not counting the anti - 
pollution efforts. 


The $13 million proposed for 


new campuses near Green Bay 
and Kenosha, only half 
the 


amount sought by the University 
of Wisconsin, was not altered 
by Knowles. 


Knowles' Proposed Budget 


Is Dream of Past Governors 
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if the Republican majorities 
that rule the Legislature do 
not accept them, they are at 
liberty to change them on 
their own responsibility. 


Democrats 
already 
have 


charged that Knowles intend- 
ed to inflate revenue esti- 
mates in order to achieve his 
goal of a budget balance. 


Today he carefully refuted 


that claim, without directly 
acknowledging its authorship. 
He said his calculations are 
based on an estimate that the 
gross 
economic product in 


Wisconsin, which is related to 
the tax productivity of the 
revenue structure, will decline 
from its earlier levels. It will 
be 
at 
about the level of 


productivity in the nation, he 
speculated, 
which probably 


will be hard for the Demo- 
crats to refute. 


Knowles also conceded the 


probability of trouble from the 


local government and school 
lobby, which already is press- 
ing for state subsidies well 
beyond the levels proposed in 
is finance program. 


But he anticipated its objec- 


tions by framing a reply. 
State assistance to localities 
will rise by 41 per cent during 
the four years of his two 
terms, he noted. 


No Wisconsin Legislature in 


decades has managed to avoid 
appropriations outside the ex- 
ecutive budget, and it is not 
likely the present session, in 
spite of the anxious desire of 
its self-professed conservative 
leadership, can do so. 


The Knowles finance pro- 


gram 
made public 
today 


indicates the governor has the 
initiative, and to the extent 
that spending and tax costs 
are issues in a future political 
campaign, the target will be 
the lawmakers rather than 
himself.
